Had the Word Bow been 
7 out of the Cafe, I fhould have 
4 thought there had been fome Jett 
implied in it, as it is among us in 
England, fince the whole Profeffion is often rallied for the 
Mifcondué&t of a few ; which brings into my Mind an Ad- 
yertifement that was once inferted in our News-Papers, 
wherein the waggifh Advertier, in order to recommend an 
Fitate that was to be fold, mentioned, that there was nei- 
ther Lord nor Lawyer that lived within ten Miles of the 
Place. 

Nothing can be more unequal than the Gentlemen of the 
long Robeare to one another. Some there are of diftinguifh’d 
Merit, not only in the Exercife of the Profeffion, but in the 
Virtues of good and ufeful Neighbours. Thefe may be re- 
duced into two Claffes, and tho’ the fkilful Orator may, 
from a Flow of Elocution, claim the Precedence; yet he 
who hath had his Judgment and Experience ripened by the 
Strength of good Senfe and Application, tho’ not endued 
with a Facility of Expreffion, may very well difpute the 
Palm with the Orator. 

There are indeed others, who, it muft be confefs'd, de- 
bafe the Bar in more Ways than one, and whofe Couduct 
have perhaps been fo very exceptionable, as would have ex- 
cluded them from Admiffion, even among an inferior Branch 
of the Profeffion. I think it flrange, that a Perfon of this 
laf-mentioned Rank fhould be obliged, before he can be 
admitted upon the Roll, not only to produce Teftimonials 
of a fair Character and Behaviour, during his five Years’ 
Probation, but likewise to pafs through a folemn Examina- 
tion, as to his Knowledge and Qualification in Bufinefs ; 
when nothing more is required, as I apprehend, of a Can- 
didate in a Aigher Sphere, than to fhew he has been entered 

long enough of the Society and clear’d off his Commons, 
and is ready to go thro’ a ridiculous, fenfeleft, old Ceremony, 
not only unworthy of the Gravity and Wifdom of the ve- 
nerable Affembly before whom it is performed, but of com- 


mon Senfe and Decency, while no Regard is had to his 


Conduct, Improvement, his Talents, his Endowments, Ca- 
pacity, or even perhaps his Ch***r. °Tis from this In- 
attention and Supinenefs in the Government of fuch learned 
Societies, that fome Perfons feal in, who are unworthy to 
mix with Gentlemen of Honour, Family, and Education. 
Pity, that an Order fo honourable in itfelf, from whence 
moft of our Families of Diftin&tion, and even our Nobility 
derive, fhould lie expofed to the Accefs of every mean Per- 
fon that has a Mind to gratify his Vanity, and, at a {mall 
Expence, intitle himfelf E/guire! But ’tis hoped thefe are 
but few. 
There is not a more amiable Charafer in Life, than a 
generous, humane Advocate ; nor a more dete{table, than 
4 petulant, avaricious one. ‘The firft, refponfive to his 
Station in the Dignity of his Profeflion, is not only eafy of 
Accefs, but courteoufly receives, patiently hears, and faith- 
fully relolves the Doubts of his Client, converfing with 
him

another, indifferent as to the Quantum of the hoxorary Re- 
compence he may receive, whether large or moderate, 
whether equal to his Service, or whether more or lefs ; he 
fometimes accepts of the Gratuity put into his Hand, and 
fometimes declines it, according to the Circumflances of the 
Cafe and the Client. He never thinks his Reward too 
little, nor his Trouble too much. He confults his Books 
as intenfely, and lifts up his Voice as ardently, in Defence 
of the Indigent and Diflreffed, as of the Great and Opu- 
lent. His generous Soul defines not Poverty like the too nar 
row, begrudging Statute, in a Perfon's not being worth Five 
Pounds ; but compiffionately confiders a Man, worth per- 
haps 5000 /. as well intitled to his friendly Affiflance, when 
his All is either locked up in Court by the Artifice and Chi- 


Hands, fo as the Client can’t be readily benefited by it. 
He does not confider Rags as the only Criterion of Poverty, 
nor a Gentleman’s Habit upon a Gentleman’s Back as a 
Mark of Affluence, to dire&t his Expeétations as to his Fees. 
The other Chara€ter, hated (as Philips fays) both by Gods 
and Men, fkulks morofely behind his Clerk in an inner 
Recefs, and admits or rejeéts his Clients in Proportion to the 
Fees they give, which he induftrioufly meafures by the 
Length of his Briefs, without regard to the Cafe, the Situa- 
tion or Circumftance, of the Client; whom, if he fees, it 
is to hefitate his Diflike for the Affront he imagines to 
have received, to perplex the. unhappy Suitor’s doubting 
Mind, and aggravate his Anxietics with rude, unmannerly 
Anfwers. He affeéts to quarrel with bis Brief as infufti- 
cient, when in Reality he thinks the Fee is only fo; and 
fometimes hangs out doubtful upon the Merits of the Caufe, 
and awkwardly hums out his With that it may be the laf 
Time he is confulted upon it :——** ‘There are Centlemen of 
more Leifure ;— it will be le's expenfive to go to them ;— 
‘my Hands are full,” ——— In fuch Hefitations as thefe the 
mean Wretch would cover his immoderate Avarice, and 
fqueeze out a farther Fee from the indigent Suitor’s cars 
and Apprchenfions. Like Mammon in Paradife Lof}, his 
Looks are ever prone upon the glittering Pilih of Gain ; 
to which I may well add, his Mind and very Soul. De

His Grace the Duke of Newcattle has wrote the follow- 
ing Letter from Hanover to Admiral Byng, Commander 
of the Englith Squadron in the Mediterranean : 

SIR, 

«© The King of Spain and the Republic of Genoa having 
acceded in Form to the Preliminaries figned at Aix la Cha- 
pelle on the 30th of April, NS. icis agreed, that all Holti- 
lities fhall immediately cvafe in Italy. 1 have Orders to 
inform you, that the King’s Intention is, that as foon as 
you receive this Letter you fend Orders to the Commanders 
of all his Majeity's Ships in the Mediteranean not to com- 
mit Holtilties againit the Subjects of France, Spain or Ge- 
noa. You will foon receive Orders from the Lords Com- 
miffioners of the Admiralty to return to England, or at leaft 
to fend thither the greatelt Part of his Mayefty’s Squadron 
under your Command. I have fubjoined, by the King’s Or- 
der, the Copy of Declaration figned the 7th of July, N.S. 
by Lord Sandwich and the Minitters of France and Holland 
at Aix la Chapclle. My Orders allo are, that the King 
defires you would conform exattly to the Tenor of this 
Declaration as far as it regards the Squadron you command.

Aix la Chapelle, Fulyio. O.S. So perfe€t a Harmony 
prevails amongtt the Plenipotentiaries,that it is not doubted 
but that the definitive Treaty- between the High Contradling 
Powers, will be ready to be figned the 4th or gth of next 
Month, to the End that Peace may be proclaimed at Paris 
the 14th, the Feat of St. Louis. The Convention in rela- 
tion to the refpective Evacuations is already regulated, and 
wiil be put in Execution as fcon as Advice fhall have been 
received, that the Orders fent by the King of Great-Bri- 
tain for the Retiitution of Cape Breton fhail be arrived at 
Louifhourg.
